LONDON, Sept. 25.—London as 
well as Berlin is being cruelly pun­ 
ished and the last 24 hours of the 
bombing duel between the German 
and British air forces points to the 
unhappy conclusion that both capi­ 
tals are on the way to eventual total 
destruction. 
There probably will not be a very 
great loss of life. Indeed, it may be 
a surprisingly small total. But there 
is no obvious method, despite news­ 
paper talk, to halt the complete raz­ 
ing of any city subjected to the sort 
of indiscriminate bombing this one 
has endured since early August. 
It isn't funny at all any more—if 
it ever had been since the big raids 


began—to live in this wonderful old 
city and the only compensation for 
the hardships and terrors of living 
here is the inspiring companionship 
of civilians who are fixing a new 
record for spiritual and physical en­ 
durance. 
The most hardened anti-shelter 
“toughies” who insist they sleep like 
tops “no m atter how loud they 
sound” are nowadays apologetically 
sneaking 
downstairs 
to 
whatever 
protection is available. 
This influx of fresh waves of refu­ 
gees unfortunately proved that con­ 
trary to the original impression 
there are not enough shelters to go 
around and the conviction is rein­ 
forced th at one of the prime tasks of 
the government is to go in now for 
digging deep shelters for the whole 
population.

Can Volunteer On October 18 
The time to volunteer for only one 
year’s service, it was emphasized, 
is on registration day.

THINKING MAKES IT SO 
C 
OMMANDER RAYMOND J. KELLY of the American Legion 


stressed a point that is in many minds when he said at Boston: 
“ In my opinion there is no more important mission for 
thinking Americans than to give their best efforts to the job of 
reducing, and it possible eliminating, the type of war hysteria 
?.nd fear which in the end most likely may lead us into conflict.” 
Many of {lie accompaniments of war will soon be about us. 
Already 60,000 National Guardsmen are in the national serv­ 
ice. 
In less than a month 16,500,000 young Americans will 
be registered for compulsory military service. 
Of these some 


4 0 0 ,0 0 0 will be dratted in November. 
Military uniforms will 
become a commonplace. 
More and more, too, industry will be 
producing war materials. 
The nation will become increasingly 
military-minded. 
How to keep the national psychology concentrated upon 
peace at home while war is raging abroad and preparedness is 
dominant here is a real problem. 
It is altogether too easy to 
assume that peace-time conscripts inevitably will be swept into 
conflict. 
This is a line of thought that weakens the fabric of 
resistance to war. 
The thing to remember is that preparedness 
is for defense, not for aggression. 
On no other basis would Congress have authorized or the 
American people have approved the draft. 
The rejoinder to 
those who fear the nation will become involved in war is that 
it is arming to make itself too strong to invite attack. 
Thought 
about the war cannot be completely controlled. 
But we can 
strive to avoid national hysteria or a fatalistic psychology that 
might in the end take us where we do not want to go. 


THE HOOVER FORECAST 


Not m any people who are alive to the situation missed a vital point 
in H erbert Hoover's latest outgiving at the University of Pennsylvania. 
This was the assertion th a t after peace has come any economic adjust­ 
m ent will have to be accomplished w ithout the aid of disarm am ent. 
If Britain wins it is not likely to disarm with the H itler scourge 
fresh in its mind. If Hitler wins he will be afraid as a conqueror to take 
his finger off the trigger. 
Whoever the winner overseas, the United 
States, its arm am ent program already reaching through 1944, certainly 
will not consent to leave its gun on the outside a t any economic con­ 
ference seeking to compose commercial differences. 
Hoover concludes 
logically th at A m ericas answrer to th at condition will be to dig in for 
industrial efficiency with a struggle for self-containm ent. 
In outlining this problem on the economic side it is noteworthy 
th a t H erbert Hoover very soberly held up before his countrym en the 
gravity of any tendency in America to the totalitarian thing in govern­ 
m ent. 
He declared without qualification th at if this country enters the 
war totalitarian dictatorship here is inevitable. 


PREPARING THE SCHOOL 
LUNCH 
In most high schools and many 
elem entary schools, lunches in the 
cafeteria are prepared by persons 
trained 
in 
dietetics. 
Some 
high 
school 
cafeterias 
are supervised 
by the teacher of home economics. 
Nevertheless, all too m any lunches 
at school are still being prepared 
by those who are not trained for 
this purpose. 
Parents 
have 
a right to know 
about their particular school. Some 
of the less 
capable 
directors 
ot 
school cafeterias m ight be induced 
to take as their guide the pam phlet, 
Menus and Recipes for Lunches at 
School,” to be had by sending five 
cents to the U. S. D epartm ent of 
Agriculture, W ashington, D- C 
Parents who prepare 
lunches at 
home for their children to eat 
at 
school can get valuable hints and 
helps from this pamphlet. 
Hot Pick-Ups 
Thanks to the leadership of some 
wise teachers and principals, and to 
the 
interest 
of 
the PTA, smaller 
schools especially in 
rural 
places 
which don't have a school cafeteria, 
provide ways at school of supplying 
milk, cocoa or hot soup to supple­ 
ment the food the child brings from 
home. 
W hen I was a boy in the country 
school we took our lunch to school 
with us 
At the noon recess, 
we 
grabbed a sandwich, piece of cake or 
pie, and an apple, perhaps, and ran 
out to play as we ate. 
Some chil­ 
dren today at school eat 
in 
like 
fashion. Not all do. 
A few years ago I visited an un ­ 
graded rural school in New Jersey 
where tom ato juice, milk and hot 
vegetable soup were provided. 
The 
children prepared these foods in an 
orderly fashion, directed 
by 
the 
teacher. 
Before any child began to 
eat, all were quiet and seated, after 
which grace was said. 
W ith the 
charm ing, gracious teacher as their 
hostess, these children ate in an a t­ 
mosphere of refinem ent. 
Real Care 
I learned th at this teacher had. 
without pay but with the aid of 
some older pupils during the pre­ 
ceding summer, canned large quan­ 
tities of vegetable soup and tom ato 
juice made from 
fruit 
and 
veg­ 
etables donated by the farm ers of 
th at neighborhood, and stored it in 
the school basement. 
Once a week 
this teacher would take three or 
four of her children to her home 
for Saturday lunch, giving them, as 
she said, an opportunity to learn 
some of the social graces.

In this connection, Sloan said he

Wiilkie, the Republican presidential 
nominee 
Present defense program measures 
a rt> proceeding "satisfactorily,” but 
it will take industry about a year to 
begin actually producing the requir­ 
ed materials due to 
the 
"highly 
technical" processes involved, Sloan 
pointed out 
"A year from now,” he said, "de­ 
fense materials will be rolling out in 
large quantities. 
By January we 
will be producing aviation engines

CHANGING THE BABY 
There wasn’t room yesterday to 
give you all the tips on -his subject. 
If your baby is a girl, the extra 
part of the diaper should be folded 
0t the back, when she is lying on 
her stomach, and in front when she 
As lying on her back. If the baby is 
* bov, then always have this extra 
bad in front. 
When you pin the diaper, be sure 
and hold vour hand between the 
baby and the napkin. Push the pin 
right through the folded napkin, 
and then close it and be sure that 
the safety pins you use are of good 
quality, so they can’t come open by 
themselves. The fitted diaper should 
be snug, but not too tight. After you 
have changed the baby ft few times, 
you will soon knot* the right tight­ 
ness to have it, 
I always advise mothers that when 
the diaper is in place, they should 
take another napkin, and fold it 
around the babv. high up on the 
abdomen. Over this the child's shirt 
should be pulled down. As the child 
gets older, it is a good idea to pin 
the diaper to the shirt to keep it in 
place. 
It is a wise mother who watches 
the soiled diapers she removed from 
her child. Prom these she can learn 
i great deal about the physical con­ 
dition of the baby. For instance, if 
the marks left by the urine are too 
highly colored, she will know that 
her child isn’t getting enough water 
to drink. 
At bath time each day, be sure 
and wash the child carefully. In 
this routine the technique is differ­ 
ent for boys than for girls. In the 
case of a girl, be sure that you al­ 
ways clean from front to back.

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State Draft Director To Be Named By Governor

HARRISBURG, Sept. 25.—“A 
speedy appointment** of a state 
draft director was promised to- 
dav by Go%r. Arthur H. James, 
but in the meantime the task of 
getting the conscription 
ma­ 
chinery underway went on apace 
under the direction of an acting 
director. 
The governor disclosed that a 
state draft headquarters has been 
set-up at the capitol, directly under 
the governor’s office. A staff of 12 
Is now at work there. 
Pending the appointment of a 
state director, who is expected to be 
a civilian, the draft preparations are 
being handled by Deputy Adjutant 
General Benjamin P. Evans, whom 
the governor has already designa­ 
ted as his choice for assistant di­ 
rector. 
Printing Forms 
Evans said plans for the printing 
of the necessary registration forms 
were to be completed today. The 
printed forms, for whose cast the 
state will be reimbursed by the fed­ 
eral government, will be ready on 
October 2 for distributidh to the 
county commissioners. 
The county commissioners will in 
turn distribute them to the election 
officials 
who will supervise 
the 
registration on October 16 of an 
estimated 1,500,000 men between the 
ages of 21 and 35, inclusive. 
The 422 draft boards in the state, 
the personnel of which have not 
yet been appointed, will meet on 
October 16 or earlier. Each group to 
be composed of three or more men, 
will establish its own organization 
and decide where it shall set up 
headquarters. 
The governor’s office has already 
issued a list of the local draft areas. 
In most instances the county seat 
was listed as the headquarters for 
«11 local county boards. It was later 
explained, however, that this was 
only a tentative arrangement and 
that Ihe local draft boards, when 
selected, are expected to pick a cen­ 
trally-located community in which 
to establish a local draft headquar­ 
ters. A draft board for each 30,000 
population is the plan in mind. 
School Holiday? 
Indications were that the gover­ 
nor would have a school holiday pro­ 
claimed on registration day. The 
governor said he would like to have 
the date impinged on the memory 
of school children as one of historic 
importance. 
“I don’t know of any date more 
important at this time than that on 
which we shall inaugurate a peace­ 
time draft of our men,” he stated. 
The state liquor stores may also 
be closed for the day. 
Meanwhile, Adjutant General Ed­ 
ward Martin, head of the state de­ 
partment of military affairs, jour­ 
neyed to Washington to confer again 
with officials of the army and navy 
selective service (draft) committee. 
Upon his return, probably today, he 
was to meet with Governor James.
